In response to the Office Action dated June 27, 2005, please amend the identification of 
goods to read as follows: 

Lifting systems comprised of installed, power-operated lifts and 
platforms for use in transporting objects to and from a residential 
storage area, and automated and manually deployable ladders, in 
Class 7. 



REMARKS 

L Introduction 

In accordance with the request of the Examining Attomey, Applicant has amended its 
description of goods and submitted samples of advertisements, pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 2.61. 
Furthermore, Applicant respectfiiUy traverses the Examining Attomey' s Section 2(d) refiisal to 
register the mark SPACELIFT based upon a likelihood of confiision with previous registration. 
For the reasons stated below, Apphcant respectfiiUy contends that the mark SPACELIFT is not 
likely to cause confiision with the cited registrant's mark, and therefore, the Section 2(d) 
rejection should be withdrawn. 

n. Likelihood of Confiision 

The Examining Attomey has cited U.S. Registration No. 1,988,057 for the mark SPACE 
for electronic monitors for loading and lifting cranes in Class 9, owned by HIAB Aktiebolag. 
The Examining Attomey erred in her determination that there is a likehhood of confiision 
between the marks. The differences between Applicant's mark and goods and the cited 
registrant's mark and goods avoid any likelihood of confiision. Further, the sophistication of the
